The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not discloses or render obvious a process, as called for in claims 1, for production of 1- 
octene from butadiene by a step of bis-hydroisomerization of butadiene and a step of partial 
catalytic hydrogenation of produced 1,7-octadiene. Each of step is carried out in presence of 
specific catalysts as called for in the claim, namely in step 1, the molar ratio 
palladium/phosphines is ranging from 50 to 3. The closest art of record - Pittman, Jr. et al. 
(4,243,829) - discloses a process of production of 1,7-octadiene from butadiene in the presence 
of a catalyst containing palladium acetate and phosphines (see the abstract). However, Pittman, 
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Jr. discloses maintaining the ratio of phosphine to palladium of at least 1 (col. 4, lines 21-27). 
This teaching is totally opposite to the ratio used in the claimed process. Further, one having 
ordinary skill in the art who studies the specification, namely examples would recognize that 
applicants are the first to discover that using a high ratio of palladium and phosphines for the 
process yields higher conversion of butadiene as well as higher selectivity of 1,7-octadiene (see 
tables).
